Judge David M. Parrott will be unop- 
posed when he seeks reelection to the 34th 
District Court bench this November.

The Romulus Community High 
School Lions boys’ basketball team won the 
2008 Michigan Alternative Athletic Asso- 
ciation (MAAA) Class “B” State Champion- 
ship with a 65—54 win over its biggest rival, 
Flint Beecher. This was the Lions’ third state 
championship in the last four years. 

To reach the final game, the Lions, 
coached by Charles TenBroeck, defeated 
Jackson’s Tomlinson in the state quarter- 
finals (58-42) and Omega of Grand Rap- 
ids in the state semifinals (63-38). 

According to TenBroeck, Flint Beecher 


had beaten the 11-4 Lions by 11- and 13- 


point margins in two regular-season games, 


so his players regarded the finals as a tall 


assignment. Beecher was hot early, taking 
a 7-point lead and maintaining it until right 
before halftime, when Lions point guard

Romulus Resident Is Sorry 


To Say, “I Told You So” 
To the Editor: 

About three years ago, I approached 
the City of Romulus administration about 
requiring protective fencing (cyclone) 
around retention ponds in the interest of 
public safety (or, in a better choice of words, 
to save a childs life). | appeared before City 
Council and asked them to rule in favor of 
such a requirement. Nothing was done; the 
issue “fell between the cracks” and was ap- 
parently forgotten. 

I then appeared in front of the Plan- 
ning Commission, but was advised to go 
back before the Council. 

Before returning to the Mayor and 
Council to plead my case once again, I drove 
to Port Huron and took pictures of cyclone- 


fenced retention ponds from there all the. 


way back to Clinton Township. I had the 
pictures developed and presented them at 
the next Council meeting to show the vari- 
ety of places (an Art Van store, apartment 
complexes, etc.) that had protective fenc- 
ing around their retention ponds. Still, no 
action was taken! 

Then, approximately one year ago, I 
approached the Mayor and Council, ask- 
ing again if they had done anything about 
the fencing. I was delighted to hear Coun- 
cilman Bill Wadsworth say something like, 
“Let's act on this. I’m getting tired of hear- 
ing about it and nothing being done.” 
Mayor Lambert's comment was that it all 
takes time. 

Well, how much time is that, Mr. 
Mayor? 

When I went before the Mayor and 
Council, I asked, “Just what price do you 
put on saving a child’s life?” And then, look- 
ing straight at the Mayor, I said, “I hope I 
dont have to come back in front of you 
and say, ‘I told you so.’” 

Yet, now that a little girl has drowned 
in a retention pond right here in Romulus, 
that is exactly what I have to do. 

A committee was supposed to be 
formed to study the need for putting fenc- 
ing around our community’s retention 
ponds. Who is on that committee, and what 
(if anything) did they come up with? Will 


there be a new ordinance addressing this? 


At one point, I had a conversation with 
Tim Keyes, the City’s Economic Develop- 
ment director, and he told me that he was 
going to recommend no fencing. I said, 
“Everybody has a right to their opinion, but 
you must take more into consideration than 
your own feelings.” Why, Mr. Keyes, are 
you not interested in saving a child’s life? 

All I want is for this administration to 
go on the record as being interested (or not 
interested) in protecting our children.

Capitol Update 





House Transportation Committee Considers 


Restricting Drivers’ Cell Phone Usage, Texting 


By State Representative Hoon- Yung Hopgood, 
22nd District of Michigan 

The House Transportation Commit- 
tee heard testimony on three bills that 
would prohibit the use of a hand-held cell 
phone while driving, as well as prohibit 
sending or reading a text message while 
driving. The proposed legislation — House 
Bills 4982, 5117, and 5396 — would make 
it a civil infraction to use a cell phone or 
wireless communication device to place or 
receive a call, engage in conversation, or 
compose, send, or read a text message while 
operating a vehicle. 

Penalties for using a cell phone would 
require a secondary offense, meaning that 
a ticket could be issued only if the driver is 
detained for another driving violation, such 
as speeding. : 

The bills permit a driver's cell phone 
usage under select circumstances, as in 
times when he/she: 


e needs to report an emergency/accident - | 


or seek emergency service; 
e uses the phone to carry out the duties 
of a law enforcement officer; or 


e is using a hands-free device, such as a 


Bluetooth headset, Ford Motor Com- 
pany Sync, or General Motors OnStar. 
Testimony before the Committee 
stated that cell phone usage is particularly 
dangerous because it is a cognitive distrac- 


_ tion under which the driver does not real- 


ize he or she is distracted. A cognitive dis- 
traction was contrasted with a physical dis- 
traction, such as eating a sandwich or reach- 


ing for an item, during which the driver is 


aware that his or her attention is split be- 
tween driving and the action, and compen- 
sates accordingly ... and, thus, is less likely 
to cause an accident. Testimony also sug- 
gested that a statewide standard will help 
prevent confusion — and accidental viola- 
tions — from drivers who travel between 
cities like Detroit and Dearborn, that have 
passed their own local ordinances restricting 
cell phone usage, and those that have not. 
The Committee will continue to hear 
testimony on this important issue.

Concealed Weapons Legislation Clarified 

The House passed House Bill 5969 to 
clean up several provisions of Michigan's 
concealed weapons legislation. The bill ex- 
pands the definition of eligible applicants 
for a concealed weapons permit to include 
members of the military on active duty sta- 
tioned in Michigan, and active duty ser- 
yicemen and -women stationed outside the 
state but who retain primary residence in 
Michigan. 

The bill further allows certain officers 
who are issued a concealed weapons license 
for their employment to carry their weapon 
while off-duty. Such officers include auxil- 
iary officers or reserve officers of a police or 
sheriff's department, corrections officers of 
a county sheriff’s office, members of a 
sheriff’s posse, parole or probation officers 
of the department of corrections, and mo- 
tor carry officers or capitol security officers 
of the State Police. 

Additionally, should this bill pass the 
Senate, anyone convicted of fourth-degree 
criminal sexual conduct will rightly be pro- 
hibited from receiving a concealed weap- 
ons permit, and the license of anyone who 
violates the concealed weapons regulations 
will be revoked. 

May Is Asian Pacific American Heritage 
Month 

I will be introducing a House Resolu- 
tion this week to declare May 2008 as Asian 
Pacific American Heritage Month in the 
state of Michigan. The resolution recognizes 
the more than 200,000 Michigan residents 
of Asian and Pacific Island descent, and 
commemorates the invaluable contribu- 
tions of Asian Pacific Americans to the state. 

Asian Pacific American Week was first 
celebrated nationally in 1979, and was ex- 
panded into a month-long commemoration 
in 1992. In Michigan, we have recognized 
Asian Pacific American Heritage Month 
since 2003. 

For the past six years, I have organized 
a celebration of Asian and Pacific Islander 
culture in Lansing with members of the 
Michigan Legislature. I am excited to an- 
nounce that this year’s Asian Pacific Ameri- 
can Heritage Month Celebration will take 
place on May 27, from 10 a.m. to 2:30 p.m., 
at the State Capitol Building. The event is 
free and open to the public. O)
